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Applicant and the undersigned thauk Examiner Dinh for a careful review of this 
appUoation. Recousideration of the present application is respectfully requested in light 
of the above amendments to the claims, and in view of the following remarks. 

gtatns of the Claims 

After entry of the farcgoing amendments, Claims 1, 3-4, 7 12, 19, 21-22, 2^-2K, 
35-37, 45-46, and 49-50 arc pending in the present application. Claims 1 , 19, and 35 are 
the independent claims. Applicant has canceled Claims 1M », 38-44, 47 48, and 51-54 
wilhonl prejudice to, or disclaimer of, me subject matter recited therein. No new maiurr 
has been added hy way of the above amendm ents. 

Summary gf "<c Office Action 
In the Office Action dated Febmary 24, 2005, Claims 1, 4, 7-11. 19, 22. 25-26, 
35-37, 45^6, and 49-50 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being 
anticipated by U.S. 1'atcnt No. 5,424,859 to Uehara et at Cl/<W), Claims 12 and 27 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being obvious over Uehara in view 
of prior art (as described in paragraph 0041 in the present application), and Claims 3, 21 
and 28 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. Applicant 
addresses the Examiner's rejections and objections below. 

C Jgjm Oblectiuiis 

The Examiner objected to Claims 3, 21 and 28 fat being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim and indicated tbat those claims would be allowable if rewritten in 
impendent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. Claim 3 depends from Claim 1 , while Claims 21 and 28 depend from Claim 19. 
Applicant acknowledges with appreciation the Examiner's indication of allowable subject 
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matter. However, Applicant respectfully submits that independent Claims 1 and 19 arc 
allowable over die prior art of record tor at least lire reasons discussed below. As such, 
Applicant requests withdrawal of the objections to Claims 3. 21 and 28 and the timely 
allowance of these claims. 

r|flj m Rejections 

The Examiner rejected Claims 1, 4, Ml, 19, 22, 25-26, 15-37, 45^6, 49-50 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by Uehara. Applicant 
respectfully traverses these rejections. 

Independent Cla im 19 

With respect to independent Claim 19, the Examiner points to figures 2-3 of 
Ueham at allegedly disclosing (he features of a wireless network component (22, 23, 24. 
26) that derives power from a power sou. ce of a fluorescent light (16), uprising a first 
power coupling (1 1) electrically connected to a power converter (24) of die wireless 
network component and configured for electrically connecting to at least a first pin (21) 
at a first end of a fluorescent lamp; and a second power coupling (11) electrically 
connected to the power converter of the wireless network component and configured for 
connecting to at least a second pin (21) at a second end of the fluorescent lamp to thereby 
complete a circuit between the power converter, the first pin and the second pin, whereby 
power supplied to the pins by the power source of the fluorescent light will be drawn by 
the circuit to power the wireless network component. Applicant respectfully disagrees 
with the Examiner's reading of Uehara. 

In particular, Uehara tails to teach or suggest a wireless network component 
having at least the features of: a first nower coupUsk configured tor electrically 
connecting to at least a firs! pin at a first end of a fluorescent lamp; and a s econd pgwer 
couplin g configured for electrically connecting to at least a second pi* at a second end of 
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the fluorescent lamp, as recited in independent Claim 19. Applicant respectfully submits 
that the Examiner mistakenly equates the power coupling of the claimed wireless 
network component with the Huoiescent lamp sockets (U) shown in Uehara. The 
fluorescent lamp sockets (11) shown in Uehara arc part of the fluoresced light fixture 
Ouminaire) and not part of the disclosed transceiver (10). Sec Uehara at col. 5, lines W- 
57. Although Applicant helievcs that Claim 19, as previously presented, was patenable 
over Uehara, Applicant has currently amended the claim to clarify that the claimed 
power couplings are distinct from fluorescent lamp sockets or other connectors of a 
fluorescent light fixture. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the toaminer 
withdraw the outstanding rejection of Claim IV. 

Independent Claim 1 

The Examiner argues that the apparatus shown in figures 2 and 3 of Uehara 
would perform the method of independent Claim 1. Applicant again respectfully 
disagrees with the Examiner's reading of Uehara. I^e method of Claim 1 comprises the 
stepB of; electrically connecting a first power coupling to at least a first pin located at a 
first end of a fluorescent lamp, said first power coupling being electrically connected to a 
power converter of the device; and electrically connecting a second power coupling » at 
last a second pin located al a second end of the fluorescent lamp, said second power 
coupling also being electrically connected to the power convener of the device such that 
a circuit is completed between the powei converter, the first pin and the second pin, 
whereby power supplied to the pins by the power source of the fluorescent light will be 
drawn by the oinaiit to power the device. In .contrast to the method of claim 1, Uehara 
does not teach or suggest at least the steps of electrically connecting a first power 
coupling to at least « fir*. ^. at a first end of a fluorescent lamp and electrically 
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connecting a se«md power coupling to at least asgaffldj^C ^ at * second end of n 
fluo rescent lamp . 

Uehara generally teaches that a transceiver (10) can he configured with a tubular 
(or other shaped) housing (20) that can be mounted within a fluorescent light fixture is 
place nf a fluorescent lagm. See Vehan at ool. 5, lines 43-57; col. 7, lines 21-25. The 
transceiver housing (20) includes pins (7.1) that extend from its end* to draw power from 
the sockets (II) Of the fluorescent light fixture. See Uehara at col. 5. lines 43-55. 
Accordingly, me pins (21) described by Uehara are part of the transceiver housing (20) 
and are not the pins nf a fluorescent lamp. The transceiver housing (20) is meant to be 
inserted into a fluorescent light fixture in place of a fluorescent lamp, meaning that 
Uehara expressly teaches away from the notion of drawing power from the pins of a 
fluorescent lamp. 

Uehara discloses an alternate embodiment in which a housing adapter (118), 
positioned at one or both ends of the transceiver housing (1 10), may include or constitute 
a fluorescent lamp. Sec Uehara at col. 10, lines 5f.-*l and Figure 11. The housing 
adapter (1 18) includes b«sr. pins (1 1 8b) at one end and sockets (1 iSa) at the other. See 
Uehara at col. 10, hues 23-31. The base pins (111) of the Ufm-sceiver housing (110) 
couple to the sockets (118a) of the housing adapter (118). Thus, even in embodiments 
where the housing adapter (118) constitutes a fluorescent lamp, the device of Uehara 
does not include a fluorescent lamp having at i™«t a first pin loca te d at a first end of a 
fluorescent lamn and flLiTf t ea ™ nA r 1 "™ tBrl a * a secf>nd md ° f 016 flnore S£enLlam 

Accordingly, Applicant submits that the method of Claim 1 is neither disclosed, 
taught nor suggesta) by Uehara. Furthermore, Applicant submits that none of the other 
prior art references cited by the Lxamincr disclose, teach or suggest the Tccited steps of 
electrically connecting a first power coupling to at least a first piii located at a first end of 
a fluorescent lamp and electrically connecting a second power coupling to at least a 
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second pin located at a second end of the fluorescent lamp. Therefore, Applicant believes 
that independent Claim 1 is patentable over the prior art of record. Removal of the 
outstanding rejeeliou and allowance of the claim is respectfully requested. 

Independent Claim 35 

The Examiner argues that the apparatus shown m figures 2 and 3 of Uehara 
would perform the method of independent Claim 35. Applicant has currently amended 
Claim 35 in order to clarify that the first power coupling of (he device comprises a 
connector configured to receive «t least one pin of a fluorescent lamp and that the second 
power coupling of the device comprises one or more power COUplinK pins. Support for 
dus amendement ia provided at paragraph 000* of the present application. Applicant 
submits that neither Uehara nor any other prior art reference of record discloses, teaches 
or surest* such a device configuration. Therefore, the art of record does not anticipate 
or render obvious die method of claim 35 and withdrawal of the outstanding rejection is 
respectfully requested. 

Dependent Claims 

Claims 34, 7-12 and 4546 depend from independent Claim 1. Claims 21-22, 25- 
28 and 40-50 depend from independent Claim \9. Claims 36-37 depend from 
independent Claim 35. Accordingly, for at least the reasons discussed above with respect 
to their respective independent claims, dependent Claims 3-4, 7-12, 21-22, 25-28, 36-37, 
45-46 and 49-50 arc likewise deemed to be patentable over the prior ort of record. Such 
dependent claims also recite additional features that further define the claimed inventions 
over the cited prior art references. Applicant submits diat the cited references do not 
disclose, teach or suggest integrating many of such additional features into the presently 
claimed inventions. Accordingly, Applicant requests separate and individual 
consideration of each dependent claim. Minor conformtoR and/or clarifying amendments 
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have been made to several of the dependent claims. Such amendments were not made in 
view of the prior art. 



Applicant acknowledges the additional prior art of record, but has not discussed 
any of those references because they were not relied upon by the Examiner in forming the 
above-mentioned rcjcctionR.
